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‘Brickfield plans will 
harm racing industry’

CAMPAIGNERS are fighting plans 
to turn 26 acres of Newmarket pad- 
dock land into football facilities. 

Proposals to change the use of 
the land at Brickfield Stud off Exn- 
ing Road into community football 
facilities will go before members of 
Forest Heath District Council's de¬ 
velopment control committee. 

Councillors have been recom¬ 
mended to approve the plans 
which would see the land host four 
football pitches, a changing room 
and a 170-space car park. 

A second phase of the develop¬ 
ment would see Newmarket Town 
Football Club relocate to and man¬ 
age the site which would accom¬ 
modate another pitch, a bigger car 
park, a clubhouse and changing 
rooms, subject to planning permis¬ 
sion. 

But members of the Brickfield 
Action Group, a band of residents 
opposed to the proposals, say the 
studland should be protected. 

A spokesman for the group said: 
“We are situated in Newmarket, 
Suffolk; home to British horserac¬ 
ing, which is supposed to have 
development protection to enable 
the racing industry to continue to 


survive thus supporting the town’s 
existence. 

“The plans are being turned 
down at town council level but 
manage to get to the district coun¬ 
cil meetings with recommenda¬ 
tions for approval despite numer¬ 
ous valid objections.” 

The proposals put forward by 
George Lambton, Newmarket’s 
mayor, are connected to - but have 
to be considered separately from - 
his application for a development 
including a Sainsbury’s supermar¬ 
ket on the George Lambton Playing 
Fields. 

The Sainsbury’s development 
would be required to replace the 
land it is taking up and a planning 
application to improve sports facil¬ 
ities at Newmarket College forms 
part of this. 

But the developers were required 
to show where further replace¬ 
ment land would be found to re¬ 
place that which would be lost in 
a subsequent phase of the project 
and proposed the land at Brickfield 
Stud. 

Action group member Angie 
Shaves said: “He (George Lamb¬ 
ton) has set out to undermine the

STUDENTS at schools in New¬ 
market have walked a mile for a 
“sparky” 9-year-old who died at 
Christmas. 

Sophie Bell, a year five stu¬ 
dent at Exning Primary School, 
died during the holidays after 
being diagnosed with a malig¬ 
nant brain tumour in February 
last year. 

On Friday, students from 
eight schools in Newmarket 
staged mile-long sponsored 
walks to raise funds for two 
charities which helped Sophie, 
her family and her classmates 
and teachers. 

James Clark, headteacher at 
Exning Primary School, said: 
“She really was a fun-loving girl. 
She was very sparky and she got 
on with all the children and 
staff alike.” 

Money raised through the ef¬ 
fort will be shared between the 
East Anglia’s Children’s Hos¬ 
pices (EACH) hospice at Milton 
and CLIC Sargent. 

Mr Clark said the hospice 
“did an absolutely wonderful 
job” for Sophie and her family 
at the end of her life. And CLIC 
Sargent supported staff and 
children at the school. 

Newmarket College and the 
Paddocks, Laureate, Moulton, 
Houldsworth Valley, All Saints 
and St Louis primary schools 
were the other schools to take 
part in sponsored walks. 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr, princi¬ 
pal of Newmarket College, said: 
“We felt that the two charities 
were very worthwhile to sup¬ 
port and we thought that it was 


something that all Newmarket 
schools and all Newmarket stu¬ 
dents, pupils and young people 
could do together. 

“I’m very pleased we have 
raised over £600 and there is 
some sponsorship money still 
to come in which we can put 
toward Milton EACH and CLIC 
Sargent. 

“I think that it’s a good me¬ 
morial for Sophie and it’s a 
good advert for the care and 
passion of the young people of 


Newmarket.”

PARENTS and students have 
been showing their support for 
Newmarket College after it was 
placed in special measures. 

Votes of confidence in the 
college have been pouring in 
after it was branded inadequate 
in three out of four categories 
by Ofsted following an inspec¬ 
tion on February. 

Principal Dr Bob Cadwalladr 
said the comments had been 
uplifting for everyone at the 
college and they know their re¬ 
sults have to get better. 

He said: “There have been 
phone calls, emails and people 
have been coming into college 
to say that they and their chil¬ 
dren are happy with the college. 
This has been uplifting and 
supportive for all of us at the 
college in the shadow of the Of¬ 
sted report. 

“We know that we have to im¬ 
prove the results at the college, 
it is good to know that we have 
parents behind us as we move 
forward.” 

Linda Spinks, whose daugh¬ 
ter Rebecca is in year nine at 
Newmarket College, said: “It’s 
unfortunate that it is the Ofsted 
report that is in the public eye 
but it certainly doesn’t paint the 
correct picture of the college 
from our experience.” 

Mrs Spinks, who lives in 
Moulton, said her son Daniel, 
currently at primary school, 
would also go to the college 
when the time comes and her 
14-year-old daughter who is al¬ 
ready there is doing well. 

She said: “She has settled in 
really well. Her results are ex¬

cellent. It’s early days but she’s 
on target for pretty much As 
and A*s in her GCSEs in two 
years time so we have no com¬ 
plaints at all.” 

Former student Elliot Pap- 
worth, who is still involved with 
Newmarket College produc¬ 
tions, said the school is teach¬ 
ing year seven and eight stu¬ 
dents for the first time this year 
and the younger pupils “seem 
to love it”. 

He said in a letter to the col¬ 
lege: “My main role when I vol¬ 
unteer in the school is working 
in the drama area on school 
productions and at least 60 
per cent of our most recent 
production was made up of 
students from years seven and 
eight. They were fantastic, full 
of enthusiasm and willing to 
give it all they’d got. These are 
students that are excited about 
their new school and passion¬ 
ate about making the most of 
their time. A cast of nearly 70 
strong performers says some¬ 
thing big about the school.” 

He said the college is not per¬ 
fect but it has improved - and it 
continues to do so year on year. 

Mr Papworth said: “I’ve said it 
time and time again; Newmar¬ 
ket College isn't a good school. 
It’s a great school.”

daughter is in year nine at the 
college said she felt special 
measures was “a bit harsh”. 

She said: “It does seem like 
the parents are being very sup¬ 
portive and it would be nice if 
the community supported the 
school as well and gave it a 
chance.” 

The college came in for criti¬ 
cism after 28 per cent of pupils 
achieved five or more A* to C 
grades including English and 
Maths in their GCSEs last year. 

It has complained to Ofsted 
about the process of the in¬ 
spection and perceived lack 
of consistency in the evidence 
presented and reported during 
the inspection and the report. 

The report praised the school 
for its students’ behaviour and 
it said students felt safe and 
problems with bullying were 
dealt with effectively. But it 
ranked the achievement of stu¬ 
dents, the quality of teaching 
and leadership and manage¬ 
ment as inadequate. The be¬ 
haviour and safety of students 
was described as “requires im¬ 
provement”.

industry that the town is built 
on.” 

She said the Brickfield Stud 
application had been “rushed 
through” in 12 weeks and there 
was a conflict of interests, as Mr 
Lambton was a councillor. 

Cllr Lambton said the dis¬ 
trict’s local plan had designated 
some land at Pinewood Stud, 
adjacent to Brickfield, for open 
space which has not been de¬ 
livered and because it was not 
possible for him to buy the land 
he was proposing an alterna¬ 
tive. 

He said: “There will be no 
loss of horseracing land over 
and above that which is already 
anticipated in the local plan.” 

He said 13 weeks was the 
guideline for an application of 
this nature and 12 weeks was a 
“perfectly acceptable” period of 
time within which to determine 
such a bid. 



He added: “There is noth¬ 
ing in the code of conduct that 
prevents a member of a town 
or parish council from submit¬ 
ting a planning application to 
a local planning authority and 
remaining as a parish or town 
councillor.” 

Cllr Lambton said the Brick¬ 
field application in combina¬ 
tion with that at Newmarket 
College would be a significant 
improvement on the sporting 
and recreation facilities cur¬ 
rently offered at the George

Lambton Playing Fields. 

He said: “It’s a lovely site 
and it will enable new, mod¬ 
em football facilities. It may be 
able to provide a new home for 
Newmarket Town Football Club 
in the future. Because it’s an 
attractive environment, it has 
got some capacity for informal 
recreation as well in a much 
nicer setting than the playing 
fields at George Lambton Play¬ 
ing Fields.”

A COLOURFUL artist given a tough 
time on Britain's Got Talent has re¬ 
covered from the ordeal by painting 
the judges into a cheeky circus scene. 

Newmarket’s Jacquie Jones said 
she had not slept for weeks following 
the “slightly traumatic but exciting 
experience” of her audition for the 
ITV competition in January. 

But the artist has taken back the 
reins by reconstructing the experi¬ 
ence in paint. The artwork shows 
Simon Cowell kneeling on a circus 
stool in the buff except for a collar 
and David Walliams standing in the 
corner “like a naughty boy” wearing 
nothing but a blindfold. 

Presenters Ant and Dec are depict¬ 
ed as clowns while the two female 
judges - Amanda Holden and Alesha 
Dixon - are portrayed as tigers. 

The artist herself is in the scene as 
a pole dancer sporting high heels, 
saucy underwear and the whip she 
brought to the audition which is 
similar to that held by Mr Cowell in 
adverts for the show. 

Jacquie, who lives in Rous Road, said: 
“I didn’t sleep for weeks after the au¬ 
dition thinking about what I could 
have done and how it could have 
been. 

“When I saw Simon Cowell carrying 
the exact same whip I had on the 
show I thought: ‘hang on, he must 
have liked something I did, he is us¬ 
ing the whip to promote what he is 
doing’. 

“The painting came about as part 
of the healing process to help me re¬ 
cover from the ordeal.” 

For her appearance, which has not 
been broadcast, Jacquie painted two 
canvasses to the tune of the Cancan. 
Both showed a jockey astride a gal¬ 
loping horse. 


Benefit cheat paid 
£22k extra is jailed 


Call to add maths

A BENEFIT cheat 
who was overpaid 
more than £22,000 in 
housing benefit been 
sent to prison. 

Jeremy Fallon 
of Doris Street, 
Newmarket, was 
prosecuted after being 
paid £22,023 he was 
not entitled to and he 
was sentenced to 16 
months imprisonment. 

The 51-year-old had 
pleaded guilty to five 
offences: two of using 
a false instrument, 
two of making a 
false representation 
to obtain housing 
benefit and one of 
dishonestly failing 
to notify a change of 


circumstances. 

Fallon dishonestly 
falsely told the 
council on or around 
September 21, 2007, 
he was living at Rowley 
Court, Newmarket, 
and that he had a 
commercial tenancy 
and had to pay rent. 

He produced a false 
document in support 
of his housing benefit 
claim. 

Fallon falsely told 
the council during the 
period of the claim that 
he had no earnings 
from self employment. 
He also failed to 
declare a change in 
his circumstances of 
employment.

Appeal for donor 
to help little Coco

ANIMAL experts want to give a 
kitten back her eyesight by per¬ 
forming ground-breaking sur¬ 
gery - but they need a donor cat 
to come forward first. 

Medics at Kentford’s Animal 
Health Trust (AHT) believe they 
could restore some of rescue 
kitten Coco’s sight with an op¬ 
eration which has never been 
performed on a cat before. 

They are appealing for the 
owners of a cat who is about to 
be put down due to injury or 
kidney failure to help restore 
Coco’s vision. 

Claudia Hartley the AHT’s 
head of ophthalmology, the area 
of medicine focusing on the eye, 
said: “This is the first time the 
procedure will have been un¬ 
dertaken on a cat. It has been 
conducted successfully in peo¬ 
ple on a regular basis. 

“Because of this we don’t 
know how successful it will be 
but it is her only chance of a 
normal life and could give hope 
to many hundreds of cats with 
the same disease in the future.” 

She said the hardest part was 
the fact that Coco could only be

helped by the death of another 
cat. 

She said: “We need the donat¬ 
ed stem cells to be very fresh so 
we would need the cat or eyes as 
soon as possible after euthana¬ 
sia. The hardest part is that Coco

can only benefit from another 
cat’s death.

She said Coco was blinded af¬ 
ter suffering severe cat flu. 

She said: “Coco has ‘sym- 
blepharon’ where the conjunc¬ 
tiva has grown across both eyes 
and is due to her having had 
very severe cat flu eye infections 
- feline herpesvirus - as a kitten. 

“She is blind due to the condi¬ 
tion, but we hope to be able to 
give her some vision with the 
surgery.” 

The procedure will see sur¬ 
geons strip the conjunctiva 
away during surgery and use 
transplants and grafts in an at¬ 
tempt to establish a normal cor¬ 
neal surface.

AT last week’s meeting of the par¬ 
ish council, it was decided to re¬ 
new the annual subscription to 
the Local Council Review, an on¬ 
line publication of the National 
Association of Local Councils, of 
which Mildenhall is a supporter. 
This gives advice and articles 
about national problems and 
discussions, not least relating to 
courses run by the NALC. 

The council voted not to at¬ 
tend a major NALC Conference 
entitles ‘Putting Communitities 
First: Connecting to Local People’. 
This was after Cllr David Bowman 
said many of the points could be 
gathered in FHDC seminars and 
forums. Only two members did 
not support his motion to decline 
attendance. 

There was rather more support

month in West Row and the Leap 
Centre. 

This matter will be be debated 
in detail in committee, before be¬ 
ing brought to council for the rati¬ 
fication of any proposals. 

The meticulous care with 
which money matters, in particu¬ 
lar, must be dealt with was never 
better seen than when council¬ 
lors refused to agree figures given 
them verbally, even though this 
was no fault whatsoever of staff 
members. 

Led by a former chairman, they 
were prepared to wait until a writ¬ 
ten paper, with all the details of 
proposed cash payments, was 
hurriedly run off before being 
presented to them. They then, af¬ 
ter perusal, agreed the figures. 

The council also decided to 
nominate Cllr John Barker for 
membership of a special panel 
meeting, being organised at Bran¬ 
don House Hotel this week, by the 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
for Suffolk, Tim Passmore. This 


follows an undertaking Mr Pass- 
more gave in his manifesto dur¬ 
ing the election for his office a few 
months ago. The intention is to 
organise a public forum in June/ 
July, probably in Newmarket, 
while a further panel meeting will 
be held at a different location in 
the in the autumn. These panels 
will be open to the public. 

The newly appointed local 
police inspector Matthew Rose 
made a presentation to the parish 
council, giving full details of hap¬ 
penings on the local crime scene 
and answering questions from 
the members. 

From time to time the parish 
council invites applicants who 
are seeking assistance (usually 
financial) to come and explain 
the whys and wherefores of 
their application, with council¬ 
lors - after suitable discussion 
- making a decision. Having in¬ 
vited members of the Mildenhall 
Swimming Club, The Sharks, to 
do so last Thursday evening, they 
were treated to an enthusiastic 
15-minute talk by two club mem¬ 
bers, Hollie Armstrong and Lana 


Buckles. 

After being thanked by chair¬ 
man Malcolm Smith, with the 
council then proceeding with 
their normal business, the visitors 
waited until the agenda item con¬ 
cerning the club was reached to 
head the councillors’ views and, 
hopefully, about any decision as 
to what help might be given. 

Led by Gerald Taylor-Balls, the 
members decided that the vast 
amount of information given 
to them was worthy of a much 
deeper investigation and decided 
to refer the matter to a committee 
for discussion about how best the 
council might help. 

At the end of May members of 
the Mildenhall and District Twin¬ 
ning Association will be travel¬ 
ling to Normandy to celebrate 
the 20th anniversary of the link 
between Mildenhall and Luc-sur- 
Mer.

£6k spent 
on spine 
surgery by 
council 

NEWMARKET Town Coun¬ 
cil has defended its choice 
to spend thousands of 
pounds on an operation for 
a member of staff as a “com¬ 
mercial decision”. 

The town council voted to 
spend £6,000 on surgery 
for town clerk Isabelle Bar¬ 
rett who had been unable to 
work because of a trapped 
nerve on her spine. It also 
paid £900 for a consultation 
to determine the options for 
the council. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said 
Mrs Barrett would have had 
to wait at least two months 
for an NHS operation and 
hiring a replacement to cov¬ 
er her absence would have 
meant spending £3,000 a 
month on wages. 

He said: “It was a com¬ 
mercial decision taken 
in the best interest of the 
council and the town.” 

If Mrs Barrett was going to 
be away for five months, he 
said, they would have had 
to get somebody in but they 
will manage with their exist¬ 
ing staff for her two-month 
recovery period. 

Cllr Hirst said: “We ac¬ 
tually saved the council 
money doing it this way and 
obviously it means the town 
clerk will be back a lot soon¬ 
er because the recovery 
period is the same whether 
you wait or not.” 

He said it was better for 
the town not to have a tem¬ 
porary replacement who 
may not be reliable. 

The cost of the surgery 
ran into five figures and the 
full council voted on March 
25 to make a contribution to 
it and operation took place 
about a week later. 

Three councillors voted 
against the decision.

industrial death

A MAN who died from an as¬ 
bestos-related lung disease had 
worked in close proximity to the 
material at a Newmarket facto¬ 
ry, an inquest has been told. 

In a statement made before 
he died, Gerry Blinston, 75, said 
that hand saws had been used 
to cut up sheets of asbestos and 
files used to shape it at Caravans 
International Ltd. 

Mr Blinston, formerly of New¬ 
market and at the time of his 
death of Walsham le Willows, 
near Bury St Edmunds, said the 
work created a great deal of as¬ 
bestos dust which he came into 
contact with at least once a day. 

In the statement Mr Blinston, 
who worked on assembly lines, 
said: “I was simply doing my 
job.” 

Mr Blinston said that at the 
time there had been no extrac¬ 
tion system in use and at times 
he had swept up asbestos dust 
from inside caravans. 

In the 1970s the way asbes¬ 
tos at the factory was cut was 
changed to use a guillotine. 

The inquest at Bury St Ed¬ 
munds heard yesterday that Mr 
Blinston had worked at the fac¬ 
tory from 1963 until 1982 when 
the company folded. 

Last year Mr Blinston was di¬ 
agnosed with the asbestos-re¬ 
lated lung cancer mesothelioma 
and died at his home on March 
24. 

Dr Caroline Chan, Mr Blin- 
ston’s GP, certified his death as 
being due to mesothelioma, the 
inquest heard. 

Recording a verdict of death 
from an industrial disease, Suf¬ 
folk Coroner Dr Peter Dean 
said: “We clearly have a cause of 
death that was malignant meso¬ 
thelioma and an employment 
which certainly clearly demon¬ 
strated contact with asbestos in 
the course of Mr Blinston’s em¬ 
ployment.” 

Mr Blinston launched a legal 
fight against his former employ¬ 
ers who he held responsible for 
his illness when he was diag¬ 
nosed with mesothelioma in 


October last year. 

And his fight is being contin¬ 
ued by his widow, Angela, and 
daughter, Marie Denny. 

Gary Blinston, Mr Blinstoris 
son, welcomed the verdict. 

He said: “On behalf of the 
family, we are pleased that the 
judgement proves that my fa¬ 
ther was exposed to asbestos 
whilst employed by and work¬ 
ing at Caravans International

and we will be proceeding with 
the legal course of action.” 

The 49-year-old from Soham 
said his dad was a lovely man 
who had many friends in the 
town. He said: “He was a bril¬ 
liant father and he was well- 
liked. He had a lot of friends in 
Newmarket. 

“He was a lovely guy which 
was born out by the number of 
people who turned up for the 
celebration of his life.” 

The family is appealing for 
ex-colleagues to confirm Mr 
Blinston was exposed to asbes¬ 
tos while working at the firm be¬ 
tween 1963 and 1982.

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Doping scandal: 
Trainer handed 
eight-year ban

IT’s one of the most respected 
horseracing stables in the world, but 
Godolphin in Newmarket has been 
rocked by a doping scandal. 

Former Godolphin trainer, 
Mahmood A1 Zarooni, was disquali¬ 
fied for eight years on Thursday 
after admitting administering ana¬ 
bolic steroids to horses in his care at 
Moulton Paddocks. 

He was stripped of his training li¬ 
cence after 11 horses returned posi¬ 
tive samples for anabolic steroids 
and he made further admissions sur¬ 
rounding four other horses. 

The fifteen horses were banned 
from running for six months from 
April 9. 

A1 Zarooni said he had “made a cat¬ 
astrophic error” in using the banned 
substances, saying he had not real¬ 
ised he had broken the rules as the 
horses concerned were not racing at 
that time. 

He apologised not only for the 
damage this will cause to Godolphin, 
the brainchild of Dubai ruler Sheikh 
Mohammed, but also to “racing gen¬ 
erally”. 

But while the impact the scandal 
will have on the race-going public is 
not clear, industry experts in New¬ 
market speaking before A1 Zarooni 
was banned agreed the incident 
showed the system is doing its job. 

Derek Thompson, the Newmarket- 
based Channel 4 racing presenter, 
said: “It just proves the BHA are defi¬ 
nitely on the ball - that’s the one plus 
to come out of this.” 

He said fans of cycling did not ap¬ 
pear to have been put off the sport by 
the actions of shamed Tour de France 
champion Lance Armstrong who ad¬ 




mitted taking performance-enhanc¬ 
ing drugs and it would be interesting 
to see if the supporters of horserac¬ 
ing react in the same way. 

He said: “Somebody likened it to 
Sir Alex Ferguson finding out that 
half of the Manchester United team 
were on drugs. 

“The nearest comparison I have 
got is to cycling where the winner 
of the Tour de France had drugged 
himself to win so many times and yet 
despite that it doesn’t seem to have 
affected the sport of cycling.” 

Mr Thompson said A1 Zarooni said 
he had not realised what he was doing 
was against the rules. He said given 
the globalised nature of the horserac¬ 
ing, the powers that be in the indus¬ 
try need to get together to establish 
world-wide rules about which drugs 
are permitted and which are not. 

fohn Berry, racehorse trainer at 
Newmarket’s Beverley House Stables, 
said he feared that racing in general 
might suffer because of the actions of

an individual. 

He said: “My one big fear is that 
the general public might see what 
has happened in one stable and ex¬ 
trapolate to think that this is normal 
behaviour which it isn’t. 

“This isn’t normal behaviour for 
the vast majority of stables in the 
country. This is totally unacceptable 
behaviour.” 

He said he did not think the BHA 
needed to do anything more than 
they are doing now and said you 
would wonder whether a testing pro¬ 
gramme was accurate if it never de¬ 
tected anything.

Drug testing happens on a daily 
basis, he said, with several horses 
tested every race and spot checks are 
carried out at stables. 

Mr Berry said: “You know that the 
BHA could arrive any morning and 
test them.” 

Rachel Hood, a partner at John 
Gosden Racing LLP in Newmarket, 
said: “The unfortunate events of this 
week are a complete aberration and 
the fact that the BHA are dealing with 
the matter shows that they are abso¬ 
lutely on top of these things. 

“British racing has always been 
known as the cleanest in the world. 

“The fact that this has been re¬ 
vealed and is being dealt with means 
that the sport continues to be very 
vigorously scrutinised by the govern¬ 
ing and regulatory authority.” 

Jennie Prest, a spokeswoman for 
bookmaker William Hill, said: “If an¬ 
ything, it shows the systems that are 
in place are really robust. 

“They have a very extensive testing 
procedure that’s very well thought 
of and on the rare occasion where 
people have been caught doing these 
things they have been dealt with very 
quickly and highlighted very quickly. 

“Overall, punters can have confi¬ 
dence in the system but obviously it 
was a shock to everybody that this 
news came out.” 


Trainer in 

steroids 

probe 

A NEWMARKET training 
yard is at the centre of a 
new British Horseracing 
Authority investigation. 

Gerard Butler has said 
four of his horses were 
treated with Sungate - a 
joint treatment which 
contains an anabolic 
steroid - on the advice of 
his vet. 

And speaking to the 
Independent , Butler said 
he believed more than 
100 horses in Newmarket 
have been treated with 
the product. 

Mr Butler underlined 
the fact the British 
Horseracing Authority 
had not commented on 
the inclusion of Sungate 
in his yard's medical 
book. 

He told the 
Independent: "I have 
been totally candid 
throughout and it was I 
who told the BHA that I 
had treated four colts in 
December and January. 

"I'm not trying to 
defend myself, just to 
explain what happened. 
And I must emphasise I 
was advised in good faith 
by my vets." 

The BHA confirmed 
an investigation was 
being conducted into 
"a number of positive 
samples" from horses 
at Mr Butler's yard, the 
source of the samples 
was a veterinary 
product and its initial 
administration was 
recommended by a vet. 

John Berry of 
Newmarket's Beverley 
House Stables said it 
would be "very, very sad" 
if Mr Butler were to lose 
his licence over it. 

He said: "He's told the 
BHA he has used these 
drugs and he has used it 
in the belief it is legal."

Alcohol role 
in man’s 


woods 


A STABLEMAN was found dead 
in woodland at Newmarket where 
racing workers sleep rough, an in¬ 
quest has heard. 

Asif Sheikh Qurashi, 38, was 
found to have more than four 
times the drink-drive limit of alco¬ 
hol in his blood. 

The inquest at Bury St Edmunds 
yesterday heard how concerned 
friends from the Indian communi¬ 
ty had reported to police on Janu¬ 
ary 24 that Mr Qurashi, of Icewell 
Hill, Newmarket, had not been 
seen for four days. 

His body was discovered in 
woodland at Fence Line in Bury 
Road, Newmarket, by his friend 
and work colleague Nasim Udan 
who alerted police. 

When police arrived they found 
Mr Qurashi laying on his back fully 
clothed. 

Nearby were empty spirit bottles. 

No injuries were found on the 


death

body and officers decided there 
had been no foul play. 

Suffolk coroner Dr Peter Dean 
said police were aware that the 
woodland was being used by work¬ 
ers from the racing industry to 
drink alcohol and sleep rough, of¬ 
ten when out of work or having no 
money. 

Inquiries revealed that Mr 
Qurashi had a drink problem and 
had been warned by doctors that 
if he continued to drink alcohol he 
was putting his life at risk. 

A post mortem examination 
showed that Mr Qurashi had alco¬ 
hol-related liver disease which had 
caused his death. 

Recording a narrative verdict, 
Dr Dean said: “It is clear that Mr 
Qurashi died from complications 
from excessive alcohol use.”

IKbutes paid 
claims life of 

A MOVING tribute has been paid to 
a "wonderful” husband and father 
who died while riding his beloved 
scooter. 

The devastated family of Dean 
Cork, 47, of Gainsborough Road, 
Haverhill, have spoken of the “lov¬ 
ing and caring” Cambridge City 
Council worker who was killed 
while riding his “beloved” scooter. 

He suffered fatal injuries after 
the Piaggio T5 scooter he was rid¬ 
ing was in collision with a Vaux- 
hall Combo van at 7.10am last 
Tuesday. 

The incident happened at the 
junction of Skippers Lane and 
Common Road, West Wratting. 

The road was closed until 
1.15pm as road crash experts car¬ 
ried out an investigation into the 
circumstances surrounding the 
crash which ripped the “thought¬ 
ful” man from his family as he 
drove to work. 

The family have been flooded 
with messages of support since

tragedy struck. 

On the day of his death, family 
and friends gathered at his home 
to pay tribute to Dean and comfort 
each other, with many describing 
him as “an amazing man”. 

Dean, who his family said had 
a had a great passion for Vespa 
scooters, leaves his wife of 25 
years Tracey, son Dexter, 20, and 
daughter Billie, 17. 

In a statement, they said: “We 
have lost a wonderful husband, 
father, son, brother, cousin and 
friend very suddenly. 

“Dean was a lovely, caring and 
thoughtful man who left for work 
in the sunshine on his beloved T5 
scooter and did not come back. 

“We all miss him and mourn 
his loss and want to thank all our 
friends, family and well-wishers 
for all their messages of love and 
support.” 

Police continue to appeal for 


witnesses to the crash to come 
forward. The driver of the van, a 
59-year-old man from Linton, suf¬ 
fered minor injuries. 

Pc John Blood, investigating, 
said: “I would appeal to anyone 
who witnessed the collision, or 
saw either vehicle prior to it, to 
call police.” 

The death comes after another 
motorcyclist was killed when his 
bike was in a crash with a blue 
Kia Picanto on the A603, at the 
junction for Harlton and the Ever- 
sdens, at 1.30pm on Thursday last 
week. 

An East of England Air Ambu¬ 
lance spokeswoman said: “De¬ 
spite the best efforts of all those at 
the scene, unfortunately nothing 
could be done to help this patient. 

“Our thoughts are with their 
family and friends at this sad and 
difficult time.”

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The day ex-soldier saved a 
life on way home from work 


When a man lost his legs in an horrific 
accident at a railway station, he’d have 
bled to death had it not been for the actions 
of a fellow commuter, retired soldier Mark 
Budden. Emma Higginbotham reports

A FTER two decades in the army, 
Mark Budden was ready for a 
quieter life. 

The dad-of-two from Saffron 
Walden had seen plenty of high- 
octane action, not least as the 
commanding officer of a bomb 
disposal unit in Afghanistan. So last 
year he decided to swap his uniform 
for a suit, and joined the army of 
commuters instead. 

What he couldn’t possibly have 
imagined was that his army skills 
would soon save somebody’s life - 
not on the battlefield, but at Bishop’s 
Stortford railway station. 

It was an ordinary Wednesday 
evening in early January. Mark, who 
works for Network Rail in London, 
had just stepped off the Stansted 
Express and was waiting to catch 
a connecting train to Audley End. 
Then the screaming began. 

“I’d been off the train about a 
minute, I’d just got out my book to 
read, and I saw a woman running 
towards me, screaming hysterically,” 
recalls Mark. “I stopped her and 
said ‘What’s going on?’ And she said 
‘Someone’s on the tracks, someone’s 
been hit by a train’. 

“Stupidly I thought oh, someone’s 
jumped. And then I thought hmm, 
this is not the place you jump from. 
Then instinct took over.” 

Without hesitating, Mark sprang 
into action, dashing into the ticket 


office and instructing staff to call 
the emergency services and stop the 
trains: “then I ran along the platform, 
looking down, and after about 20 
meters I saw the body. I didn’t know 
if they were alive or dead.” 

The man on the track was Matt 
Robinson, a 29-year-old from 
Bishop’s Stortford. He’d also been 
on the Stansted Express, travelling 
home from his job at the Bank of 
England. Realising he’d left his wallet 
on the train, he’d got back on to look 
for it but couldn’t find it, and stepped 
off again just before the doors 
closed. “Then as the train pulled 
away, Matt had turned to have one 
last look through the window, edged 
forward, didn’t notice the gap, and 
fell,” says Mark. “Just awful. A truly 
awful accident.” 

Mark saw that Matt was still 
conscious but horrifically injured. 
“He was clearly in a lot of pain, 
and then I saw the extent of his 
injuries: one was an above-the-knee 
amputation, one was a below-the- 
knee amputation. 

“The above-the-knee amputation 
was obviously the worse injury 
because his blood was pumping out 
at a significant rate. I knew that he 
probably had a couple of minutes 
to live, and I knew that if I didn’t do 
anything he was going to die.” 

After checking that no trains were 
about to thunder through, and 


after reassuring himself that the 
power came from overhead wires 
rather than an electrified rail, Mark 
jumped down on to the track and 
began removing his belt to make a 
tourniquet. 

He then shouted at one man to act 
as a look-out for oncoming trains 
and, knowing he’d need a second 
tourniquet, shouted to another man, 
John Thorp, to get a belt: “John said 
‘I’ve got a belt myself’, and I could 
see he wasn’t panicking, so I said 
‘Right, stop - jump down and help 
me down here’.” 

Meanwhile, Mark had seen 
another likely assistant: Pamela 


Abbott from Stapleford. “I said 
‘Can you help?’ And she jumped 
down as well.” Matt couldn’t have 
been in better hands: John is a 
former customs officer with first aid 
training, while Pamela had done a 
Red Cross first aid course. 

“There was a mix of people on 
the platform: there were people 
panicking; there were people who 
left quickly; there were what I would 
call the ‘grief chasers’ - the nosy 
ones; and there were people who 
wanted to help,” says Mark. “Luckily 
I spotted two of those.” 

Mark fastened his belt around 
Matt’s above-the-knee injury, and 


asked John to hold it in place, “but 
the blood was still coming, so I got 
him to make a fist and push it into 
the top of Matt’s thigh, where the 
femoral artery is. I’m not a medic, 
but every soldier deploying to 
Afghanistan does battlefield first 
aid training, so I knew the basic 
rudiments of trauma care.” 

Using John’s belt, he then made 
a tourniquet for Pamela to hold in 
place on the other leg and, after 
putting his scarf between Matt’s face 
and the stony ground, concentrated 
on keeping him calm. “Reassuring 
the casualty is incredibly important, 
it keeps them alive,” explains Mark. 
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“He said ‘Am I going to die?’ And I 
said ‘Look mate, you’re not going to die. 
I’ve seen worse - unbelievably I have 
seen worse - and you’re going to be 
fine’.” 

Face down on the ground, Matt didn’t 
realise the extent of his injuries and 
asked Mark what had happened. “I said 
‘What do you want to know?’ and he 
said ‘Tell me the truth’. I said ‘OK, both 
legs are off’. 

“But he was so pragmatic and brave. 
Incredibly, he was more concerned 
about his mum than he was about 
himself: she was in the car park waiting 
to pick him up, and he was very worried 
about her sitting in her car, seeing stuff 
going on and not knowing what it was. 
Which tells you an awful lot about Matt, 
I think.” 

By this time, a policeman had arrived 
and was putting a cordon in place: 

Mark shouted out Matt’s mum’s name, 
car registration and mobile number 
and sent the policeman to find her “and 
under no circumstances to allow her 
onto the platform.” 

With relief, Mark realised that Matt 
was now stable: “I knew he’d sustained 
horrific injuries, and he clearly needed 
medical attention, but we’d stopped the 
bleeding. I only found out after from 
a medic at the hospital that he’d lost a 
significant amount of blood: they said 
he had probably five minutes before he 
would have died from bleeding out.” 

Yet Mark brushes aside talk of bravery 
and heroism: “Brave, stupid, there’s 
a fine line,” he laughs. “I suppose 
the brave thing was jumping down, 
knowing that in commuter rush-hour, 
another train could be coming any 
minute. But I don’t consider it brave, I 
just think it was the right thing to do. 

“The brave ones were fohn and 
Pamela for jumping down and listening 
to some random stranger telling them 
what to do. An awful lot of people 
walked away that day. If everyone had 
done that, Matt wouldn’t be alive today, 
so it was completely selfless of those 
two to take a stand and offer their help. 

“But also Matt was incredibly brave. 
For me it was humbling to see a young 
man with such horrific injuries dealing 
with them so stoically.” 

Mark spent 20 minutes on the track 
with Matt before he was blue-lighted 
to Addenbrooke’s, then went to the 
toilets to wash off the blood. Realising 
he wouldn’t be able to catch a train 
home, he hailed a taxi: “then we drove 
to Audley End, I picked up my car, and 
drove home. 

“I remember getting in the car 
thinking ‘crikey, that wasn’t what I was 


expecting on my commute home!’ But 
I felt absolutely fine. Unfortunately I’ve 
seen injuries of a similar nature from 
the army, so I wasn’t really shocked. 

And it sounds cold, but I did sleep that 
night.” 

The following morning, Mark rang 
Addenbrooke’s: “I knew that they 
wouldn’t be able to give me any details, 
because I wasn’t a family member, but 
I just wanted to know that he’d lived. 
They said he’d had an operation last 
night and was in a stable condition, and 
I just felt an immense sense of relief.” 

Mark left his phone number, and a 
few days later Matt called to thank him 
- and asked him to visit. As they hadn’t 
seen each other’s faces before, it was, 
says Mark, an emotional moment. 

“We never actually saw each other 
because Matt had been face down, so 
this was first time, although he’d seen 
my face in the paper so he had a head 
start! It was great. He was in good spirits 
and cracking jokes - he’s just a hugely 
positive person.” 

Mark visited him several times in 
hospital; at the end of last month, Matt 
went home, “and I’ve said I’ll come and 
pester him at his house,” says Mark 
with a smile. “We’ve struck up a rather 
surreal friendship. I don’t know how 
best to describe it, but it’s great. 

“So after an awful accident, it’s a good 
news story: Matt’s an immensely strong 
character who will get through this. He’s 
into scuba diving and snowboarding, 
and OK, it’ll change how he does those 
activities, but it won’t stop him. He’ll 
hopefully lead a very healthy and 
successful life for another 60, 70 years.” 

And, he adds, he isn’t haunted by 
that day: “If things had turned out 
differently I might have been, but as 
awful and graphic as it was, I don’t think 
of Matt on the track, I think of him 
wheeling himself round - and very soon 
he’ll be on artificial limbs, getting on 
with his life. 

“For me it’s a happy ending to an 
unbelievably tragic accident. It’s just an 
incredible piece of good fortune that 
I seemed to be the right person in the 
right place at the right time.” 

Today, Mark continues to enjoy his 
quiet life with his wife, Colette, and 
children Freya, 10, and Finley, 9. But 
the irony of that fateful event will never 
escape him. 

“It’s funny isn’t it? I spent 20 years 
in the army and yes, I’ve seen terrible 
accidents and injuries, but it’s the 
first time I’ve got hands-on and saved 
somebody’s life. It’s just weird that it 
happened after I’d left the army, coming 
home from work in a suit!”

EastEnders bad boy, Dancing on Ice champ and musical maestro; 
is there anything Sam Attwater can’t do? Ahead of his Cambridge 
appearance in The Rocky Horror Show, Lydia Fallon chats to the actor 
about landing his raunchiest role to date 


F ROM hanging out with Dot and Phil on the cobbled streets 
of Albert Square to gliding across ice in Lycra and sequins, 
Sam Attwater's career so far has had variety, to say the 
least. 

But it's the bright lights of the stage that gets the tall, dark 
and handsome 27-year-old truly excited. "Musicals are always 
what I wanted to do," Sam says. "I sing, dance and act and 
enjoy all aspects of that. Performing to a live crowd is great 
- you can't make any mistakes and I get a real buzz from it. I 
thrive under that pressure." 

Currently wowing audiences as Brad in the hip-thrusting, 
time-warping camp-fest that is The Rocky Horror Show, 
when we speak on the phone, Sam has just performed in 
his opening night in Edinburgh and is in a jubilant mood. "It 
went really well," he says shyly. "I was just pleased to get 
started and get the first show out of the way." 

Telling the story of squeaky-clean college sweethearts Brad 
and Janet and their adventure at the hands of Dr Frank'n'Furter, 
The Rocky Horror Show is full of fun, frolics and timeless songs 
- and 40 years since its first showing back in 1973, it's still 
wowing and shocking audiences in equal measure. 

Show director Christopher Luscombe has given the show 
a new lease of life for its 40th anniversary tour, but Rocky 
Horror die-hards need not fear, it's as naughty as ever, and 
definitely Sam's raunchiest show to date. 

He recalls a moment during his solo number Once in a While, 
when an audience member shouts out something far too rude 
to repeat here; my blushing went into overdrive. 


Another thing Sam's still trying to get used to are the risque 
outfits for which the show is famous. Let's just say he won't be 
donning fishnets, corsets and stilettos on a night out with the 
boys anytime soon. 

"That was the part I didn't enjoy quite as much," he laughs. 
"At one point I come out in a corset and stilettos, which was so 
scary but the audience really helped put me at ease, there was 
just this wall of noise. 

"But the outfits are interesting, to say the least - I definitely 
won't be wearing them at weekends!" 

And talking of camp costumes, it's almost two years to the 
day since Sam took the Dancing on Ice crown, stealing the 
hearts of the nation with his slick moves and sizzling 'Will 
they, won't they?' partnership with Canadian skater Brianne 
Delcourt. 

The whole experience was a dream come true for the actor. 

"I never thought I would take to the ice so naturally; I knew 
I could skate around but I never expected to be able to do the 
lifts and all the intricate bits. 

"It's quite funny because I had always said it was my dream 
to be on EastEnders and Strictly Come Dancing, but then 
Dancing on Ice came along and it was great to do something 
challenging like that." 

And what about his honest feelings towards the notoriously 
hard-to-please judge Jason Gardiner? 

"Jason is very pantomime," Sam recalls. "He puts on an act 
for the show and it brings in the viewers. At the end of the day 
its fantastic entertainment." 

The show was also where he met his current girlfriend, the 
stunning professional skater Vicky Ogden (we sense a trend!), 
but you won't catch them on the ice together any time soon. 
"I'm actually not allowed to as it breaks my contract - it comes 
under extreme sports," he laughs. 

I ask whether it's hard to juggle a relationship with the 
pandemonium of life on tour. "It can be hard but we live 



together, which helps. And I think when you do spend time 
apart it makes you really appreciate the time you get to 
spend together." 

Some of that time might be spent wandering around 
Cambridge, and as a first-timer, Sam can't wait to explore. 
He's also expecting 
one of the best 
crowds on the 
tour. "A couple of 
the performances 
in Cambridge are 
late-night ones and 
all standing. It's a 
rowdy show as it is 
but I imagine it's 
going to be rowdier 
than ever!"

SCOTT Moore and Jon Lucas, 
co-writers of the first chapter of 
The Hangover \x\\ogy, make their 
directorial debut with a raucous 
and gleefully foul-mouthed 
comedy that attempts to replicate 
the boozy shenanigans of their 
earlier script. 

21 & Over harnesses the 
reckless abandon of three high 
school friends on the night at 
the youngest member of the trio 
comes of age and can legally buy 
and consume alcohol. 

To celebrate, the pals embark 
on an ill-fated bender that 
includes a close encounter with 
a rampaging bull, a near-death 
experience with a swimming pool 
cover and naked humiliation at 
the hands of a sorority of enraged 
Latin as. 

We first meet gung-ho Miller 
(Miles Teller) and strait-laced 
Casey (Skylar Astin) walking 
across a campus in their birthday 
suits, with red raw buttocks and a 
sock apiece to spare their blushes. 

The film then flashes back to the 
previous day as Miller and Casey 


arrive at the house of their pal 
Jeff Chang (Justin Chon), who is 
turning 21. Birthday celebrations 
are put on hold because Jeff has 
an interview for medical school 
the next morning organised by his 
controlling father. 

But after much persuading, 

Jeff agrees to accompany Miller 
and Casey out on the town for a 
couple of drinks before an early 
night. Umpteen beers and shots 
later, the birthday boy is paralytic 
and Casey is smitten with a girl 
called Nicole (Sarah Wright), 
who is attracted to spontaneous, 
unpredictable men. 

Sparks of mutual attraction are 
doused, temporarily at least, so 
that Casey and Miller can carry 
their buddy home to his bed. 
Unfortunately, neither lad knows 
Jeff's address so they embark on 
a madcap misadventure in search 
of inspiration, crossing paths with 
Nicole's oafish jock boyfriend 
Randy (Jonathan Keltz), who 
clearly doesn't deserve her. 

Like The Hangover, the film 
bolts together set pieces into 
a fractured and debauched 
narrative. However, 21 & Over 
is considerably sweeter than its 
predecesor. 
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Garden designs 
- Swedish style 


SWEDISH design goes much further than Ikea, 
thanks to Swedish garden designers including 
award-winning Ulf Nordfjell, who is currently 
preparing for his forthcoming show garden at the 
RHS Chelsea Flower Show. 

Yet it is possible to bring Swedish design to 
your own garden, giving it a 
more contemporary feel with 
clean lines and good use of 
symmetry, he says. 

"Sweden doesn't really have 
the same tradition as the UK in 
terms of its gardening. England 
has a much richer history with 
many different styles, ranging 
from old and traditional 
to extremely modern," he 
explains. 

"In Sweden we favour clean, 
simple lines and like to create 
the feeling of space. Most 
notably, Swedish gardens must 
be adaptable to the harsh climate, so we use 
materials that can cope with that such as granite, 
concrete, timber and steel. 

"We have extreme winters and long summer 
days and so have to carefully select plants that 
can cope with these conditions. In the summer 
when it stays light until late, you can go out and 


do your gardening at 3am." 

Sharp lines can emphasise any structures in the 
garden and are unusual as they are so rare in 
nature. They can also draw the eye to your focal 
point, he observes. 

"One way to do this is by pruning hedges. In 
the Laurent-Perrier garden, I 
have pruned quercus hedges, 
which are underlined by low 
walls of travertine. These draw 
the attention to the pergola, 
where there is an elegant water 
feature. 

"Water can be a great way to 
add character to your garden. 

It adds movement and you 
can easily build around it. You 
can be creative and choose a 
sculpture or piece of art for 
added interest. 

"Rather than placing it 
centrally, French gardeners 
will often place statues to the side, which creates 
different areas of interest around the garden." 

His favourite British plants include Anemone 
'White Swan', Iris germanica, stipa grasses and 
taxus (yew) hedges. 

His Chelsea show garden will be a 
contemporary take on a romantic garden, 


acknowledging the heritage of the family- 
owned Laurent-Perrier champagne house while 
incorporating a modem elegance. He has chosen 
simple materials such as stone, wood and metal, 
complemented by perennials in a colour palette of 
soft pinks and blues, as well as creamy oranges, 
yellows and whites. 

Perennials will be planted in blocks in different 
layers, including iris, viola, dianthus, stipa and 
verbascum in full sun and thalictrum, gillenia, 
aruncus and anemones in half shade. 

Gardens in Sweden are very focused on spring, 
which takes place in April and May in southern 
Sweden and a couple of weeks from the end of 
May in the north. There's another peak of interest 
in mid-summer, but the focus tends to be on 
structural design rather than plants. 

While there is more interest in perennials these 
days, Sweden does not enjoy late-flowering plants 
that are abundant in this country, says Nordfjell. 

He has been inspired by many British designers, 
from Vita Sackville-West to Christopher Bradley- 
Hole, Julie Toll, Andy Sturgeon, Tom Stuart-Smith 
and Jinny Blom. 

But among his favourites is the late Ulla Molin, 
a Swedish designer renowned for introducing 
modernism in gardening by using strong 
materials, soft colours and fewer, more selective 
plants.

His own personal favourites for each season, 
which are easily grown in this country and 
will add both colour and texture to the garden 
scene, include Cornus sanguinea 'Winter Flame' 
in winter; Scilla siberica, Helleborus nigra and 
Fritillaria meleagris 'Alba' in spring; Dicentra 
Formosa 'Aurora', Iris sibirica 'Silver Edge', 
Paeonia 'White Wings', Rosa moyesii 'Nevada' 
and Phlox paniculata 'Rosa Pastell' in summer; 
and Anemone 'Honorine Jobert' and Gentiana 
makinoi in autumn.

Feehan spearheads festival triumph 


NEWMARKET under-sevens won every 
match on their way to lifting the trophy 
at the St Neots Festival. 

Charlie Feehan scored four tries in 
the opening 40-15 victory over Peter¬ 
borough. Jack McGeorge added two and 
Dylan Clifton and Toby Franklin one 
each. 

The team were run close by 
Olney before prevailing 35-30, with 
Feehan and McGeorge sharing the tries, 
before Huntingdon were seen off 20-10 
thanks to a treble by Feehan and one by 
Clifton. 

Feehan crossed the line five more 
times in a 45-25 win over the hosts. 
McGeorge added a further three and 
Liam McGaffin touched down his first 
of the tournament. 

The final was a real try-fest as New¬ 
market shaded Dunstable 55-45. Feehan 
was once again the spearhead, scoring 
seven times, while McGeorge was also 
on the scoresheet with three. 

The under-lOs made it a double 
celebration by also going unbeaten to 
win the tournament. 

George Franklin and Gabe Jones se¬ 
cured a 10-5 victory over Ely. Both were 
on the scoresheet against Oundle, Jones 


with two, and Peter Lonsdale and Sam 
Skingley completed a 25-0 win. 

Franklin, George Howard and Harry 
Cooper secured a 15-0 over Hunting¬ 
don, before touchdowns by Cooper (2), 
Howard and Franklin saw them to a 
20-0 win over Bugbrooke.

Tons of fun! Baugh 
powers to record 


CHRIS Baugh re-wrote the record 
books when he scored an unbeaten 
201 in Worlington’s 223-run win over 
Woodbridge & Old Woodbridgians 
in Marshall Hatchick Two Counties 
Championship, Division Two. 

Baugh’s knock set a new club 
record for the highest individual 
score and he and Graham Ford (100) 
also posted a club record opening 
partnership of 285.

REIGNING champion Rob Huff 
took a consolatory fourth place in 
the second FIA World Touring Car 
Championship (WTCC) race in 
Slovakia on Sunday. 

Huff was slapped with a grid 
penalty for the opening encounter, 
after his SEAT Leon failed a post- 
qualifying ride height check. 

As a consequence, the Newmarket 
racer was demoted from seventh 
to 17th on the race one grid. 

And that is where he finished, 
fighting his way up a few places 
before tumbling back following a 
visit to the gravel. 

Starting from fourth in the second 
race, Huff was soon up to second.

Youngsters celebrate as unbeaten record 
leads to triumph at rugby tournament 



A1 Zarooni was ‘untruthful’ 


SUSPENDED trainer Mahmood 
A1 Zarooni was guilty of a “wide¬ 
spread systematic misuse of ille¬ 
gal substances”, according to the 
British Horseracing Authority. 

Newmarket-based A1 Zaroo¬ 
ni was banned for eight years 
last Thursday after he admitted 
administering anabolic steroids 
to 15 horses in his care. 

The BHA confirmed the 
37-year-old trainer, who was at 
the helm of the Godolphin-owned 
Moulton Paddocks, had person¬ 
ally brought the drugs into the 
United Kingdom on a flight from 
Dubai, where horses in training 
can be given anabolic steroids 
and can race 28 days later. 

His assertion he did not know 
that such administration was not 
permitted in the United Kingdom 
was considered “untruthful” by 
the BHA, which yesterday pub¬ 
lished its reasons for suspending 
A1 Zarooni for eight years. 

“The (disciplinary) panel takes 
a very dim view of the sheer vol¬ 
ume of horses who were subject¬ 
ed to these unlawful medication 
regimes,” read a BHA statement. 

“This was a widespread system¬ 
atic misuse of illegal substances 
which are absolutely prohibited 
under the rules. Nearly a quar¬ 
ter of the 45 horses tested at the 
stables had positive samples. 

“These were horses in training, 
some of which were entered into 
races in April and May. 

“The panel considered there 
was no excuse for A1 Zarooni to be 
in any doubt as to the illegality of 
administering anabolic steroids.

Maskell sets 

AARON Maskell notched a pair as New¬ 
market claimed a crucial 4-3 victory at 
Halstead in the Thurlow Nunn League, 
First Division to keep their title hopes 
on track. 

The hosts went ahead after 15 min¬ 
utes but Aaron Turner equalised for the 
Jockeys soon after. Maskell edged the 
Jockeys back in front just before half 
time, only for Halstead to get back on 
terms and then go back in front. 

Jake Wayne levelled for the visitors 
before Maskell bagged his second 10 
minutes from time. 

But it means Newmarket go into 
their final game at home to Cambridge 
University Press tonight three points 
adrift of the leaders and needing to win 
by five clear goals due to their inferior 
goal difference 

Joint boss Kevin Grainger said: “We 
conceded three goals and we haven’t 
done that very much this season and 


“A1 Zarooni’s assertion at the 
hearing that he did not know that 
such administration was not per¬ 
mitted in the UK was simply not 
truthful.” 

A1 Zarooni was officially charged 
with rule breaches related to pro¬ 
hibited substances, duty to keep 
medication records, and conduct 
prejudicial to racing. 

The case, widely regarded as the 
most serious doping scandal in 
recent British racing history, led to 
Godolphin principal Sheikh Mo¬ 
hammed, who was “appalled and 
angered” by A1 Zarooni’s actions, 
locking down Moulton Paddocks. 

The BHA said A1 Zarooni had the 
resources at Moulton Paddocks to 
seek credible advice from the sta¬ 
ble’s vets, and that his “attempt at 
cheating” was only uncovered fol¬ 
lowing a BHA-led ‘testing in train¬ 
ing’ visit to his yard on April 9. 

“He asserted that he was only 
trying to do the best for his horses 
who were unwell,” said the BHA. 

“He did not have a credible ex¬ 
planation as to why he had not 
discussed the matter with the 
stable’s veterinary surgeons or 
entered a record of the adminis¬ 
tration of the drugs in the stable’s 
medication books. 

“The panel concluded that A1 
Zarooni sought to confer an un¬ 
fair advantage on his horses by 
the underhand administration of 
illegal medication. 

“His attempt at cheating was 
uncovered by the regulatory in¬ 
spection and he had no justifiable 
excuse for his behaviour.”

SIR Henry Cecil expects the step 
back up to a mile will be in Hot 
Snap's favour when she seeks 
to give the Warren Place trainer 
a seventh success in the Qipco 
1000 Guineas at Newmarket on 
Sunday. 

The daughter of Pivotal leapt to 
the head of the betting for the 
first fillies' Classic when winning 
the Nell Gwyn Stakes over seven 
furlongs in tremendous style at 
HQ on her reappearance. 

Her only previous start had 
come over a mile as a two-year- 
old when she won a maiden 
over a mile at Kempton in 
September. 

"The mile will suit her better 
and hopefully the experience of 
the Nell Gwyn will have brought 
her on/' the trainer told www. 
sirhenrycecil.com. 

"She is coming in her coat but 
will always be a very tall filly 
with plenty of bone (and) not 
over-robust. 

"I think she will get a mile and a 
quarter. The Oaks trip (of a 
mile and a half) is a slight 
question-mark at the moment. 
"We may consider the Musidora 
Stakes at York (May 15) but 
we will wait and see. The 
Coronation Stakes at Royal 
Ascot could be the other 
alternative, but she will tell us 
which way to go."
